*But/ I fcplied, 'you must have my ori 
ginat paper here; 1 widh to see that' He 
again, said, *^o, \vc have not got it-, it is i 
the Post Office of London.' 'What do 
you mean.'I asked. 'Pray, let me see thi 
paper I left here half imhourago/ 'Well, 
aaid he, 'if you mus; see it, -we -will get it 
back in a few minute*, but it is now iu 
London.'
